Day Sons, contractors, asking 
that they be permitted to use the side¬ 
walk space and east half .of Linden 
avenue fronting the new hotel proper¬ 
ty, at the corner of Grand and Linden 
avenues, during the construction of the 
building. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, permis¬ 
sion was granted. 

The vote of the board was as follows:

The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session in Redwood City 
1 ast Monday. 

Among other matters the following 
business was transacted: 

An order was received from the su¬ 
perior court, directing the board to 
select 100 citizens to serve as trial 
jurors during the year. The order was 
received and filed and the several 
members notified to make their selec¬ 
tions for presentation at the next 
meeting. 

George A. Kneese of this city sent a 
communication asking to be appoint¬ 
ed to the office of county surveyor 
to succeed J. V. Neuman, should the 
latter’s resignation be accepted. Re¬ 
garding his qualifications, Mr. Kneese 
wrote as follows: 

“I am a native of San Francisco and 
received my primary education in the 
schools of South San Francisco. Sub¬ 
sequent to this I received my prepara¬ 
tion in the engineering department of 
the Royal Academy at Clausthal, Ger¬ 
many, and in the Royal Polytechni- 
cal School at Hanover, Germany. I J 
am also ji licensed land surveyor of, 
the state of California. For more than ; 
three years past I have been employed ; 
as city engineer of South San Francis¬ 
co and am also superintendent of 
streets. I am aware of the amount 
of the salary paid to the county sur¬ 
veyor. I feel that I also realize the 
nature of the duties and responsibili¬ 
ties of the office and I am entirely 
willing to assume them, if selected 
by you.” 

An application was also received 
from Eric Wald, the city engineer of j 
Burlingame. 

Both applications were ordered filed. 

A communication was received from 
F. A. Cunningham, the mayor of 
this city, highly reccommending 
George Kneese for the position, should 
there be a vacancy. 

At the request of the district attor¬ 
ney it was ordered that the record be 
so changed so as to substitute the 
words “purchasing agent” in place of 
“stenographer” where reference is 
made to the increase of the salary of 
Miss Fox, the district attorney’s depu¬ 
ty- 

Supervisor Casey submitted the third 
specifications for the paving of the 
county road from Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
to the northerly limits of this city, 
calling for a base of four inches of 
concrete with a wearing surface of i 
two inches of asphaltic concrete. 

The specifications were submitted to 
the advisory board to be reported on 
during the afternoon. 

it was ordered on motion of Mac- 
Bain, seconded by Casey, that the 
surveyor made a slight change in the 
route of the above named road to 
avoid the Bpring Valley proiierty in 
this city. 

Auditor Underhill appeared before j 
the board and stated that the Audi¬ 
tors’ Association of California would 
meet at Los Angeles on February 18, 
19, and 20. He asked that he be 
authorized to attend the session. 

On motion of MacBain the request 
of the auditor was granted, he to be 
allowed his actual expenses. 

A written report was received from 
the advisory committee recommend¬ 
ing that, should the board see fit to 
adopt the specifications suggested by 


Supervisor Casey for the roadway 
from Uncle Tom’s Cabin through this 
city, a fourth specification be adopted, 
calling for a four and one-half inch 
asphaltic concrete base witn one ami 
one-half inch Topeka surface. 

The recoinmedation of the advisory 
committee was adopted on motion of 
MacBain, seconded by Francis and it 
was ordered that bidders be required 
to make estimates on the four specifi¬ 
cations. Brown voted against the 
motion on the ground that the latter 
specifications were not as advised by 
Mr. Loder, the board’s consulting en¬ 
gineer. 

The surveyor presented plans and j 
specifications for grading the county 
road from Edgemar to Ban Pedro | 
creek and the same were adopted on . 
motion of MacBain seconded by Casey. 

District Attorney reported that with ! 
the assistance of Mr. Gish for two' 
weeks he had cleaned up the work of 
his office and therefore would not re¬ 
quire any further help, as had been 
provided for him at a recent meeting 
of the board. 

On motion of MacBain, seconded by 
Casey, the resignation of Surveyor 
Neuman was rejected.

The bag is built of blue linen, with 
a band of cretouue as a decoration. 
To the end of the bag is attached a 
corkscrew. 


Homemade Flowerpot. 

Flowerpots of any size or design 
may be made of plaster of parts in the 
following way: First secure a mold of 
the desired size. It must be smooth 
upon the outside and the top a little 
larger than the bottom. Grease the 
mold and cover it with paper. Mix 
plaster of parts one part, water two 
uud one-balf parts, and into this solu¬ 
tion dip Inch wide strips of muslin. 

Invert the mold and cover the bot¬ 
tom vvitb a square of muslin that has 
been dipped in the plaster mixture. 

Then, upon the same plan that a sur¬ 
geon employs to adjust a plaster cast, 
begin to wind diagonally, around und 
around, working from bottom to top 
and then back again, smoothing out 
the creases and keeping the strips 
even. When the last layer is in place 
add a generous coating of the plaster, 
rubbing It level by the hand. Set in a 
strong current of air, and in a short 
time the mold can be removed. 

Tiie strips of muslin should be about 
ten Indies long to manage easily, and 
the size of the pot will govern the 
uumber used, as a large one will re¬ 
quire more in order to produce a heav¬ 
ier article. 

The last coating can be stamped 
with any oruuuiental Impression or 
beautifully marbled by dusting a lit¬ 
tle powdered lye upon it before finish¬ 
ing. 


Have .You a Sautoire? 

They formerly were known as lor¬ 
gnette ribbons, but now they are com¬ 
monly called sautoires—the quarter 
inch wide bands in black grosgraln 
that comes in yard lengths and are 
joined under book equipped slides 
matching other slides of slightly lar¬ 
ger size. The smart sautoire Is fitted 
with slides of bar, circle, diamond or 
crescent shape in solid silver or gold 
set with brilliants or pearls and is de¬ 
signed to mutch a tiny watch or a 
vanity pendant, if lorgnettes are not 
used. 

For elderly women the smartest 
thing in sautoires is fitted with a slide 
in cut Jet, some of them In butterfly 
shape, and to suspend from these are 
circles in Jets concealing a base of sil¬ 
ver containing a vanity mirror. 

Even more novel is the silk cord of 
yard length and of u brilliant shade 
of green, blue or red, supposed by the 
lulttated to match the wearer’s hosiery. 
Perhaps it does, but In any event it 
gives a fetching dash of color to the 
costume, and it serves to exhibit one 
of the new pear shaped pendants 
which come In pearls, amber, jet or 
brilliants—whichever one can afford.

PRESIDENT DEALS WITH 

THE TRUST QUESTION 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31, 1914— 
President Wilson continues to follow 
the precedent he set in his first mes¬ 
sage personally instead of sending in 
a written message, like all his prede¬ 
cessors with the exception of Wash¬ 
ington and Adams. 

The president’s message was so free 
from partizanship and so wise and 
profound in its statesmanship that 
the republicans vied with the demo¬ 
crats in their deafening applause as this 
message was delivered to Congress on 
Tuesday of last week. One, of the 
main features of the Message is the 
suggestion that the anti-trust laws be 
so amended that a director of a manu¬ 
facturing company cannot also be a 
director in a transportation company, 
which transports those manufactured 
products. A second suggestion is that 
the railroad be assessed and a physical 
valuation placed on them by the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission, so 
that “water” will be kept out of the 
stock, which is the great evil of the 
railroad question today. The people 
have to pay high enough freight rates 
to pay dividends on the watered stock 
as well as on the stock which was 
purchased for money. Another sug¬ 
gestion of the president is that where 
the great business concerns of the 
country violate the laws that the indi¬ 
viduals who are guilty of the wrong¬ 
doings be punished and not the busi¬ 
ness. 

The message has been received with 
the most enthusiastic approval 
throughout the country by all classes, 
and the stimulating effect has already 
been felt in business, and more than 
one hundred thousand idle employes 
have been put back to work in the 
last week, Pennsylvania. Illinois, 
and Alabama having restored more 
than fifty thousand in their iron and 
steel works. The president desires 
congress to make these few amend¬ 
ments to the anti-trust laws of the 
country, and then pass the appropria¬ 
tion bills and make an early adjourn¬ 
ment so that business can have a need¬ 
ed rest and encouragement.

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YUAN SHI KAI TO 
DISSOLVECOUNCILS 

Takes Another Step in Suppres¬ 
sion of Popular Government 

All the district councils in the prov¬ 
inces of China have been dissolved 
by Yuan Shi Kai. This dictatorial ac¬ 
tion is regarded in Peking as another 
important step toward the suppres¬ 
sion of all semblance of popular gov¬ 
ernment in China. 

The Anal move in this direction, it 
is said, will be the dispersal of the 
provincial assemblies. A mandate to 
this effect is being prepared by Yuan 
Shi Kai. This will be submitted to 
the administrative council in Peking 
for the purpose of giving legal color 
to the proceeding. It is a foregone 
conclusion that the council will ap¬ 
prove of anything which Yuan Shi Kai 
recommends. When this final step is 
completed, opponents of Yuan assert, 
the “republic” of China will be noth¬ 
ing but a name. 

The mandate declares that the dis¬ 
trict councils interfere with the ad¬ 
ministration and that the councilors 
intrigue with the rebels. 

The administrative council which is 
to approve Yuan Shi Kai’s decree (Con¬ 
sists of two representatives from each 
province, four Cabinet Ministers, a 
representative official from each Min¬ 
istry and eight members of the Presi¬ 
dential Secretariat. The council takes 
into consideration only those questions 
submitted to it by Yuan Shi Kai, and 
owing to its composition is said never 
to consider them, but take them as 
orders. 

The district council in each province 
consisted of the chief official of the 
province, known as the Controller, who 
took the place of the Governor under 
the old rule. He was asisted by four 
administrative officials of the province, 
appointed by himself and by ten mem- 
bp s of the provisional asemblies 
elected by ballot. 

The councils’ duty was to investigate 
bills passed by the provincial assem¬ 
blies. They possess a veto over laws 
passed by these bodies. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


President Wilson has withdrawn 
from entry all the lands of the public 
domain which may be crossed by the 
conduit the city of San Francisco will 
build to bring its water supply from 
the Hetch-Hetchy Valley. 

Authorization has been made by the 
Merced County Board of Supervisors 
for the purchase of $120,000 of State 
highway bonds from the State Treas¬ 
urer for the purpose of completing a 
stretch of the highway system seven¬ 
teen miles from* Merced south to the 
Madera county line. The work will 
practically complete Merced county’s 
portion of the State highway. 

^ One of the biggest deals among the 
Stockton transportation companies in 
months was concluded when the Island 
Transportation Company, owned by 
Captain Ben Walters and Captain J. T. 
Currey, absorbed the E. E. Gross Com¬ 
pany. The buyer gets all of the 
Gross Company’s equipment, wharf 
space and good-will, and it is under¬ 
stood that the price paid was from 
$50,000 to $60,000. 

Jean La Banta, alias Clyde Kauf¬ 
man, who is in the County Jail at Au¬ 
burn under a charge of forging the 
name of E. B. and A. L. Stone to a 
check for $64.68 and cashing it at the 
Placer County Bank in that city on 
October 22, 1913, has confessed that 
he held up and robbed the mail clerks 
of three different trains on the South¬ 
ern Pacific Railroad within three 
months of his arrest a couple of weeks 
ago in San Francisco. 

Resolutions have been passed by the 
Redwood City Board of Trade favoring 
the construction of the State highway 
between Beresford and Redwood City 
on the west side of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific tracks, instead of along the pres¬ 
ent route of El Camino Real, which 
drosses to the east side at Beresford | 
and returns at Redwood City. The i 
proposed route eliminates these two j 
dangerous railroad crossings, where | 
many accidents have occurred. 

Fortune smiled on Frank Davidson, 
a prospector, who has been mining on 
pot containing $300 worth of gold 
dust a few days ago, according to news 
taht has reached Oroville. For years 
Davidson has been mining near 
Park’s Bar and has been able to make 
little more than wages. It is thought 
that the old pot had been uncovered 
by the recent high water. The find is 
believed to be part of the outfit of two 
miners who were killed by Indians in 
that region in the early days. 

Hereafter the table grapegrowers of 
San Jpasuin County will market their 


product without the aid of agents. This ; 
was decided at the annual meeting of 
their association, which was held at 
Lodi. The asociation was organized in j 
1909, and heretofore has marketed its j 
fruit through a Chicago firm, but the; 
members now feel that they are in a 
position to enter the marketing end 
of the game with every assurance of 
success. This is a new departure, and 
may mean a complete change in the 
handling of the fruit from this section. 

After presenting evidence showing 
that it would be practically impossible 
to put a new schedule into effect with¬ 
in the time originally prescribed by 
the State Railroad Commission, the 
Pacific Telephone end Telegraph Com- j 
pany secured from the Commission an 
extension of time until March 21st on 
the order which makes a sweeping re¬ 
duction in long distance telephone 
charges throughout the State. The or 
der was made last November and was 
to become effective February 14th. 
The average reduction in long dis 
tance rates will be about 25 per cent. 

The City Treasurer’s quarterly re¬ 
port states that the outstanding de 
posits of municipal funds in banks ol 
San Francisco amount to $3,896,050, 
the largest items being: Wells-Fargo- 
Nevada National Bank, $450,000; Mer¬ 
chants’ National Bank, $357,000; An¬ 
glo and London-Paris National Bank, 
$330,000; Bank of Italy, $269,000; 
French-American Bank, $125,000; Ital- 
ian-American Bank, $100,000; Bank of 
California National Association, $112, 
500; Union Trust Company, $163,750; 
Mutual Savings Bank, $165,000; Anglo- 
California Trust Company, $100,000; 
Seaboard National Bank, $90,000; Mer¬ 
cantile National Bank, $200,000. 

Spraying with nitrate of soda, ap¬ 
plying fertilizer to the blossoms and 
branches of trees instead of to the 
roots, is the latest innovation in Cali¬ 
fornia horticulture, and, according to 
the reports of farmers and experts, 
the success has been phenomenal. 
Recent experiments in the Pajaro 
Valley with apple trees have pro¬ 
duced wonderful results. One re¬ 
markable instance was on the orchard 
of O. D. Stoesser. In an impoverished 
orchard seven trees in the center of 
the orchard were sprayed, the others 
were left unsprayed. When fruit time 
came the seven sprayed trees were 
laden heavily, while all the other trees 
in the orchard were almost barren. 

According to the irrigation investi¬ 
gation of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, there are now more than 2400 
acres of grain being irrigated in the 
territory immediately contiguous to 
Woodland, most of which is barley. 
One of the most scientifically irrigated 
tracts is 500 acres in extent. Three 
hundred acres are irrigated from a 
ditch and the remainder from pump¬ 
ing plants. The investigation also dis¬ 
closed that the cost for water per acre 
is about $1.63 a year. The average 
yield of grain was about twenty-foui 
sacks to the acre. Irrigated oats 
yielded more than two tons of hay to 
the acre, while wheat averaged about 
one and one-fourth tons to the acre. 


PLAN NEW MARKET 
FOR STATE’S FRUIT 

Galitornians Attend Convention 
ot Jabbers at Kansas City, Mo. 

A delegation of fruit men, headed 
by Marion H. Dewees of the Earl Fruit 
Company and Charles A. Bills of the 
Pioneer Fruit Company, left Sacra¬ 
mento to attend the convention of 
Western Fruit Jobbers, to be held in 
Kansas City February 4th, 5th and 6th. 
At that meeting will be taken up three 
projects of direct interest to Califor¬ 
nia—the 1915 convention for Los An¬ 
geles, the standardized apple box and 
the permission of one stoppage of car¬ 
load fruit shipments. 

The last of these is of particular in¬ 
terest to this State, for if the railroads 
will agree to permit a carload of fruit 
shipped from Sacramento (as an exam¬ 
ple) and billed to Chicago, to be open¬ 
ed, and part of the fruit removed at 
some intermediate point, it will mean 
a new market for California fruit. 

Many of the smaller cities of the 
East and Middle West, which can¬ 
not handle a full car of fruit, and which 
on that account have heretofore been 
barred from the use of the California 
product, will, if this arrangement is 
indorsed by the railroads, be large 
purchasers of such fruit. It is estima¬ 
ted that the first year along several 
hundred cars would be sold and in an 
entirely new market. 

It is said that the railroads are in 
favor of the plan, merely asking a 
nominal sum of $5 to cover the cost 
of switching and rebracing the car. 

There will be large representations 
from Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Fresno.

N. Y.. and its business will be handled 
by the agent at that place of the 
American Express Company. 

Extreme cold weather is reported 
from Alaska. At Nome a few days 
ago the temperature fell to 38 below 
zero, which is as low as has ever 
been reported during seven years of 
record. Other low temperatures were: 
Eagle and Tanana, 22 below; Valdez, 
4 above. 

Nearly 130 boys, ranging in age 
from 7 to 19, were made homeless by a 
fire which destroyed the main build¬ 
ing of the Vermont Industrial School, 
a reformatory institution at Ver- 
gennes. Through the boys’ efforts, 
practically all of the contents of the 
building were saved. The loss is about 
$75,000. 

The Illinois State Legislature last 
winter repealed the act which pro¬ 
vided for a bounty of 10 cents per 
head on crows, 25 cents on ground¬ 
hogs and 5 cents for each crow egg 
destroyed. One reason as given for 
the repeal is that some farmers had 
gone into the business of raising 
groundhogs and protecting crows for 
the bounty. 

Shortage of meat animals In the 
United States was strikingly demon¬ 
strated by comparative figures made 
public by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, showing that there are nine less 
beef cattle, seven less sheep and three 
less hogs now for each 100 persons in 
the country than there were in 1910. 
This means that it would take 18,259,- 
000 more meat cattle, sheep and swine 
to give the present population the 
same supply that the census of 1910 
showed to exist. 

Lloyds of London is insuring all Sir 
Ernest Shackleton’s contracts for his 
expedition at 10 per cent premium. 
For his previous expedition the rate 
was 50 per cent. The new rate is a 
remarkable tribute to Shackleton. It 
means in the hard, cold view of a 
money quotation that the crossing of 
the Antarctic continent is regarded as 
practicable, and that Shackleton may 
do it. Lloyds’ remarkable low quota¬ 
tion is based on the perfect arrange¬ 
ments being made by Shackleton. 

Sarah Mitchell of Durham, Me., is 
advertising cooked dinner of chicken, 
plum pudding, gravy, hard sauce, cran¬ 
berry sauce, mince pie, pumpkin pie, 
and vegetables delivered at back 
doors any time by parcel post. She 
put a little advertisement in a Malden 
newspaper, and as the scheme took at 
once, orders began to pour in upon 
her. She sends everything, enough 
for four people, for $2.21, including 
postage. All that is necessary to pre¬ 
pare the dinner for the table is to 
warm it. 

Hereafter there will be a censorship 
according to the standards of the Ro¬ 
man Catholic church of every play on 
the New York stage, and after Febru¬ 
ary 2d, when the Catholic theater 


movement will D6 launched, no practi¬ 
cal Catholic may see any play not on 
the ‘‘white list.” There will be no 
black list. Cardinal Farley has writ¬ 
ten a letter fully indorsing the move¬ 
ment. The first step will be to send 
out 100,000 postal cards, which, when 
signed, will be returned to headquar¬ 
ters. These have this pledge: “1 
promise to avoid improper plays and 
exhibitions and to use my inflnence 
that others do likewise.” 

The postal laws and regulations have 
been amended to exclude from the par¬ 
cel post wild animals and birds killed 
out of the season prescribed by the 
state, territory or district in which 
they are offered for mailing. The 
amendment, further directs that parcels 
containing the dead bodies of game 
animals or wild birds, or parts thereof, 
such as furs, skins, skulls, plumage and 
meat, may be admitted to the mails 
only when bearing on the outside a 
description of the actual contents, in 
addition to the name and address of the 
sender. No parcel containing fresh 
game in any form will be accepted for 
transmission beyond the second zone. 

Statistics gathered by the employ¬ 
ment bureau of the Society for Improv¬ 
ing the Condition of the Poor, show¬ 
ing that 331,000 men in New York 
i City are out of work, furnish an inter¬ 
esting study for employers and social 
economists. As a result of a canvass 
of manufacturers, contractors and mer¬ 
chants, the bureau reports that pres¬ 
ent conditions are abnormal and the 
worst since the winter of 1907-1908. 
“Most of the employers feel, however,” 
saws the report, “that some relief is in 
sight and that a very few months will 
see the return of normal business con¬ 
ditions.” Of the total unemployed, 
140,000 are unskilled laborers. The 
building trades come next with 70,000.

SOLVING THE WIND 


One Big Problem That Bothers 
the Weather Forecasters. 


CURRENTS THEY CANT STUDY 


Atmospheric Conditions Away Above 

the Earth Are Beyond Their Reach 

and Are Consequently Unknown Fao- 

tors—Methods of the Ancients. 

The art of predicting the weather is 
one in which it seems at first sight the 
modern scientist ought easily to sur¬ 
pass his ancestors. Yet it ‘may be 
doubted whether he is really more 
successful in it than they were. The 
meteorological department boasted 
some time back that their forecasts of 
weather as published in the daily press 
were justified by the result in 52 per 
cent of the cases recorded. As the per¬ 
centage of correct guesses in a suffi¬ 
ciently extended list, however, would 
exactly equal the incorrect, this does 
not show a very great superiority for 
scientific methods over pure conjec¬ 
ture. 

Yet the meteorological department 
enjoys the advantage, as our ances¬ 
tors. of course, did not. of elaborate 
and accurate recording instruments, 
like Secchi’s meteorograph, together 
with telegraphic reports from weather 
stations dispersed nearly all over the 
surface of the globe. Its relative non¬ 
success shows perhaps that there Is 
still a factor in the problem which it is 
at present impossible to estimate. 

This is the more extraordinary be¬ 
cause the modern method of forecast¬ 
ing the weather differs entirely from 
that practiced by the ancients. With 
them it wns simply a question of time 
nnd season, or. what is the snrae thing, 
of the appearance or disappearance of 
certain stars. 

When Hesiod's husbandman saw the 
Pleiades he knew it was time for him 
to begin his harvest, nnd when they 
set forty days Inter, his plowing. This 
might still be a good enough rule for 
countries near the equator, where the 
prevalence of trade winds, which blow 
uninterruptedly in the direction in 
which the sun appears to travel, 
and where the monsoons, which in the 
countries east of Suez blow for six 
months the other way. help to keep the 
weather, if not constant, yet regular. 

In other latitudes, however, there is 
no such help, and he who would pre¬ 
dict the weather must therefore con¬ 
fine himself to finding out what winds 
are blowing in other parts of the 
world und when they are likely to 
reach him. 


tors constantly declare tnere are even 
"holes" nnd "pockets” in the atmos¬ 
phere? Until there is more informa¬ 
tion on this, meteorology will not be 
an exact science.—Detroit Free Press. 

GRADING ABOUT THE HOUSE. 


Take Care to Keep It Dry When Build¬ 
ing Is Completed. 

When grading the grounds about new 
houses so place the soil that a “run¬ 
off” of storm waters may be had from 
the house in all directions, if such an 
arrangement is possible. 

It matters little that the concrete 
foundation is impervious to water; the 
site for the house should appear to be [ 
properly graded so that it may be dry | 
and comfortable close about it in all 
kinds of weather. Any parts of the 
grounds that are higher than the house 
should be graded down as low and 
flat as is possible and the soil used 
to build up and round out the lower 
portions unless the latter be given over 
to formalism, when the grade should 
be flat and level.

As to this, modern science still de¬ 
pends mainly on the observations made 
by Halley, who discovered in the sev¬ 
enteenth century during a voyage in 
the tropics how the sun so warmed the 
air at the equator that the heated air, 
rising after its mauner, dispersed itself 
toward the poles and was replaced by 
a rush of cold air from the regions 
farther from the sun. 

This, which explains the phenomenon 
of trade winds, wns renlly the founda¬ 
tion of modern meteorology, although 
it was reserved for Hu I ley, some fifty 
years later, to point out that, thanks to 
the rotation of the earth on its own 
axis, both kinds of winds stray some¬ 
what from their apparent objective. 

Later Dove’s "law of rotation” was 
discovered, which declares that in cer¬ 
tain latitudes the wind will nearly al¬ 
ways follow the sun's motion—i. e.. will 
pass from N. through N. E., and from 
S. E. to S., completing the circle by 
pnssiug from S. to N. through the 
west, but will very seldom move the 
reverse way. 

Finally, there comes iu whnt is 
known as the law of Busy Ballot, 
which is that, in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere, if one stands with one’s back 
to the wind the line of lower pressure 
is always on one’s left hund. 

This enables us to understand what 
is meant by the cyclonic and anti- 
cyclonic disturbances which are so 
frequently mentioned in the official 
forecasts as approaching us, general¬ 
ly from the Atlantic. 

If within any particular spot the 
pressure is lower thau it is outside it. 
the wind blows round it in the con¬ 
trary direction to the hunds of a 
watch and is called cyclonic from the 
similar behavior of the West Indian 
hurricanes named cyclones. This is 
because the lowest pressure to any 
one standing with his back to the wind 
is always on one’s left hand. If, how¬ 
ever, the pressure within the area in 
question is higher than outside it, the 
wind blows round it clockwise and is 
called anti-cyclonic. 

One circumstance against modern 
methods of forecasting the weather 
correctly outweighs all those in their 
favor. The winds that can be ob¬ 
served are all those blowing close to 
the earth’s surface. What is the ef¬ 
fect of the currents prevailing at even 
a few miles above it v where, as avia¬

PRESIDENT LIFTS THE 
EMBARGO ON ARMS 

Causes Rebels to Predict the 
Speedy Defeat of Huerta 

President Wilson by an executive 
order has removed all restrictions 
against the exportation of munitions 
of war into Mexico from the United 
States, placing the contending ele 
ments on a basis of equality with re¬ 
spect to the purchase of arms and 
supplies in this country. 

The executive order emphasized that 
It was the desire of the United States 
to be in the same position of neutral¬ 
ity toward the contending factions in 
Mexico as were the other powers. 

Accompanying the order, the White 
House issued the following statement 
of explanation: 

“The executive order under which 
the exportation of arms and ammu¬ 
nition into Mexico is forbidden was 
a departure from the accepted prac¬ 
tices of neutrality—a deliberate depar¬ 
ture from those practices under a well- 
considered joint resolution of Con¬ 
gress—determined upon in circum¬ 
stances which have now ceased to 
exist. 

“It was intended to discourage in¬ 
cipient revolts against the regularly 
constituted authorities of Mexico. 
Since that order was issued the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case have under¬ 
gone a radical change. There Is now 
no constitutional government in Mex¬ 
ico; and the existence of this order 
hinders and delays the very thing the 
Government of the United States is 
now insisting upon, namely, that Mex¬ 
ico shall he left free to settle her own 
affairs, and as soon as possible put 
them upon a constitutional footing by 
her own force and counsel. The oi 
der is therefore rescinded,” 

American embassies and legations 
abroad were instructed to inform for¬ 
eign governments of the above de¬ 
cision. Similarly Secretary Bryan In¬ 
formed the members of the diplomatic 
corps In Washington. This was in line 
with the policy announced at the be¬ 
ginning of the present Administration 
of keeping the nations of the world 
informed of the developments in the 
Mexican policy of this Government. 

Shipment of arms and ammunition 
from the United States into Mexico 
has been one of the principal levers of 
American influence in the Mexican sit¬ 
uation, and has been the storm center 
of agitation ever since armed revolu¬ 
tion began in Mexico in November, 
1910. 

When President Taft asked for spe¬ 
cific legislation empowering him to 
make the embargo against arms more 
effective, a joint resolution was passed 
on March 4, 1912, by Congress pro¬ 
viding: 

“That whenever the President shall 
find that in any American country con¬ 
ditions of domestic violence exist 
which are promoted by the use of 
arms or munitions of war procured 
from the United States and shall make 
proclamation thereof, it shall lie un¬ 
lawful to export, except under such 
limitations and exceptions as the Pres¬ 
ident shall prescribe, any arms or mu¬ 
nitions of war from any place In the 
United States to such country until 
otherwise ordered by the President or 
by Congress.” 

Tt was under this resolution of “ex¬ 
ceptions” that the Washington Gov¬ 
ernment was permitting arms to go to 
the Huerta Government, but keeping 
them from the rebels when President 
Wilson was inaugurated. From them 
until last August the same policy was 
pursued. The President in an ad¬ 
dress to Congress then announced his 
decisions to deny arms to all factions. 

This was regarded as tantamount to 
a declaration that constitutional gov¬ 
ernment no longer existed in Mexico 
and that the assistance hitherto given 
n legally constituted regime should 
cease.

bargo, h'oWever, Instead of effecting 
neutrality, imposed a condition of af¬ 
fairs against which constiutionalists 
protested vigorously. They argued 
that the Huerta Government could ob¬ 
tain supplies from Europe, whereas 
the constitutionalists were cut off from 
their only external base of supply— 
the American boundary. They contin¬ 
ued the fighting, in the opinion of 
Government officials, against heavy 
odds, obtaining their ammunition by 
the slow process of conquest. 

Many members of Congress are con¬ 
fident that the President’s action 
means the termination of the revolu¬ 
tion In a short time. Senators pointed 
out that the Constitutionalists had a 
semblance of organized and regulated 
power, even though they had not es¬ 
tablished civil government in the ter¬ 
ritory under their control. They do 
not feel that the time has come for 
the United States to recognize the 
Constitutionalist forces as belligerents 
In the diplomatic sense, and persons 
close to the Administration were care¬ 
ful to point out that the recent devel¬ 
opment should not be construed as In¬ 
volving the United States as partisan 
in the Mexican situation. 

President Wilson’s determination to 
give both factions In Mexico liberty to 
obtain war material from the United 
States will not cause President Huerta 
to deliver to the American Charge 
d’Affaires his passports; nor will it 
affect his attitude toward the United 
StateB or toward Americans in Mexico. 
This assurance was given by Huerta. 

General Carranza is elated over the 
report from Washington that the em¬ 
bargo on arms has been lifted by Pres 
ident Wilson. General Villa expresses 
the belief that the war will soon be 
over. Huerta expresses the oninion 
that the rebels havg been smuggling 
across the border all the guns and am 
munition they were able to pay for 
and that their position would not be 
materially improved by the lifting ot 
the embargo on arms, as money was 
the thing the rebels needed more than 
anything else. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The public prosecutor and a naval 
commission have opened inquiries into 
the charges of naval corruption in 
Japan. The naval commission Is head¬ 
ed by Admiral Baron Shigeto Dewa, 
and will inquire Into the allegations 
that Vice-Admiral Koichi Fuji!, form¬ 
erly Japanese naval attache at Ber¬ 
lin, and other officers had received il¬ 
licit commissions on contracts. While 
certain opposition groups are attempt¬ 
ing to make use of the charges in an 
effort to discredit and overthrow the 
Ministry, there is no doubt that the 
public has been aroused over the alle¬ 
gations and will exact a regid investi¬ 
gation. The increased naval estimates 
which are included in the pending 
budget form another basis for an at¬ 
tack. Baron Saburo Shimada, who Is 
leading the opposition, has Issued a 
statement that he will seek the rejec¬ 
tion of the naval Increases in the Diet

CROWDS DRAWN TO 
CHICAGOCHURCHES 

Religious Movement Triumph of 
Work by Public and Press 

Nearly 1,500,000 men and women— 
more than three-fifths of the entire 
population of the city—took active 
part in’ the greatest religious demon¬ 
stration in the history of Chicago. 

The go-to-church-Sunday campaign 
drew regular churchgoers to the 
churches in such numbers that the ca¬ 
pacity of every place of worship oi 
every denomination was reached at 1 
both morning and evening service. 

It was a triumph of the co-operative 
work on the part of the churches, the 
public and the newspapers. It was a 
triumph which, according to statements 
of the men who took part in the cam¬ 
paign, will make itself felt in Chicago 
church work for many years. 

The demonstration did not consist 
only of attending church. Thousands 
of men and a few women wielded 
shovels in cleaning snow from the side¬ 
walks, in order to make access to the 
churches easy. Milkmen and delivery 
men in every trade attached stickers 
to their wares, and permitted nobody 
to escape without an invitation to at¬ 
tend church. 

Many thousands of men and women 
made telephone calls to neighbors or 
carried an Invitation to go to church 
verbally. It is probable that no adult 
in the city failed to receive such an 
invitation before the opening of the 
doors of the churches in the morning, j 

The effect of this intensive work was 
apparent at an early hour. Chairs 
were necessary in choir lofts, unused 
rooms that might he thrown into main 
auditoriums and every other part of 
practically every church edifice in the 
city were utilized. In some cases halls 
were quickly rented to accommodate 
the overflow, 

The average attendance throughout, 
the city was slightly more than three 
times that of the average attendance 
on other Sundays. The surplus was 
believed by ministers to represent a 
great majority of Chicagoans who may 
be turned to religious work if efforts 
are made to interest them. 

A glance at the worshipers in many 
of the churches was sufficient to reveal 
hundreds of faces that are not ordi¬ 
narily seen in such places. Saloon 
keepers and, in several churches, for¬ 
mer residents of the Twenty-second- 
street levee district, leaned back un¬ 
comfortably in their pews in an effort 
to appear at ease while they listened 
to sermons. 

Every effort was made to make the 
acquaintance of visitors and In no in¬ 
stance was a stranger permitted to 
depart without leaving his or her name 
with the church workers. 

Through this arrangement it is hoped 
to conserve the good accomplished 
through the work leading up to the 
remarkable church attendance.

The division 
was authorized, Bicknell said, to expe 
dite relief and rescue parties, which, 
in the event of emergencies, are sent 
out by the society and can now reach 
any afflicted community within less 
than twenty-four hours. Under the 
new geographical arangement the At¬ 
lantic division will be in charge of 
Charles Jenkensen, with headquarters 
at Washington; the central division 
will have offices in Chicago under an 
officer yet to be selected; the moun¬ 
tain division will have its headquar¬ 
ters in Denver, with S. P. Morris in 
charge, and the Western division in 
San Francisco, with C. J. O’Connor in 
charge. 

Professor Walter Mulford, Cornell’s 
forestry department head, has accept¬ 
ed the appointment as head of the 
new department of forestry in the Uni¬ 
versity of California.

PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


The Ministry of Commerce of Japan 
has made the official announcement 
that Japan will participate in the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San 
Francisco. 

The Aero Club of America announc¬ 
ed in New York that it had promised 
its co-operation in plans for an aero¬ 
plane race around the world to be 
started from the Panama-Pacific Ex¬ 
position grounds, San Francisco, in 
May, 1915, and to be completed at the 
same place In ninety days. The first 
prize will be $100,000. The promise 
was given upon the receipt of tele¬ 
grams stating that the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition and the Pacific Aero Club 
of San Francisco were organizing such 
a race, and that application for sanc¬ 
tion had been mailed. “The telegrams 
state,” says the club’s announcement, 
“that the exposition offers $150,000 in 
money prizes and expects to obtain at 
least $150,000 more, which will be di¬ 
vided among the contestants, the first 
prize to be $100,000. The race Is to 
he run under the rules of the Interna¬ 
tional Aeronautic Federation. The 
Aero Club of America as representa¬ 
tive of the Federation In America will 
officiate. The telegram received from 
the exposition officials states that the 
plan is to have the race open for any 
type of motor-driven air oraft ••
